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SHUT IN WITH DEATH 


Hospital Patients Fought to 


Get Through Window, Fire 


l. 
Gaining on Them. 


SOME DIED STRAPPED TO BEDS, 


Others Killed or Injured by Jumping. 


Thirteen Dead and 30 Injured, as j 


Result of Fire. Destroying a Chi­ 


cago Institution. 


Chicago. June IO.—Twelve men and 
one woman were killed and about 30 
persons were injured in a fire which 
yesterday 
afternoon 
<ja.stroyed 
the 
sanitarium conducted fiy 
the 
St. 
Luke's society, at the corner of W a­ 
bash avenue and Twenty-first street. 
The society occupied the 
building 
which was long known as the Hotel 
Woodruff, and for a brief period as 
tho Hotel Lancaster. 
By 
far 
the 
greater portion of the patients in the 
institution were those 
taking cure 
fo*- the drink habit and those who 
w ere addicted to the use of drugs. 
W hen the fire broke out the*? were 
on the fifth floor a number of patients 
suffering from delirium trem ens and 
som e who were deranged by drugs 
Several of these were strapped 
to 
their beds, and it was found impossi 
blo to same them, so rapidly did the 
fire spread through the building. The 
lilt, as far as known at present, a1 
though it is possible that the list of 
dead will be increased later, is as fol­ 
lows:

I he fire originated in the basement 
of the building and spread rapidly to 
the upper stories through the d e v a 
t< r shaft. 
As the cry of fire rang through the 
building patients sprang from their 
bi is, and before they could be pre- 
vt nted several had jumped from the 
windows to the pavement. 
The fire 
departm ent was on the scene within 
tx few minutes, and as the windows 
w ere filled with people shrieking for 
help the firemen devoted their first 
efforts to save lives and allowed the 
fire to burn. 
While this was the 
in -ans of saving a large number of 
people, who were carried down the 
ladders by the firemen, it gave the 
fi.e such a hi adway that there was al­ 
m ost no chance for those on the up­ 
per floors of the building to make 
their escape, and such of them as 
w ere not suffocated were killed or 
badly injured by leaping from the 
Windows. 


Desperate Fightirg Against Death. 


A scene th a t wrought to the pitch 
of madness tho great crowd that ba'* 


bu i ae m a around tne building was en­ 
acted a l a fourth-story window, on 
the north side. 
Across this window 
was a heavy wire screen, and on the 
outside of the screen were iron bars 
running parallel 
to 
the sill. 
The 
space between these bars was too 
small to allow the passage of even 
a small bey. and behind them were 
gathered a crowd of men whose nam 
hers were afterw ard found to be be 
tween 25 and 30. 
Escape in other di 
reckons was impossible, for the fire 
filled all the halls and was steadily 
eaiing its way toward the window at 
which the men were standing., The 
men closest to the screen tore and 
tugged at it in a vain effort to tear it 
frcm its fastenings and the men be 
hind them fought madly to get at it. 
So fiercely did the prisoners pull at 
the screen th at from the street below 
were plainly visible tiny stream s of 
blood that trickled 
from 
lacerated 
fingers and hands and flowed over the 
window sills. 
A num ber of the men 
at the window were in straight jack­ 
ets and manacles, and those not be 
ing able to help themselves or others 
were the wildest of all in their fran­ 
tic efforts to break through the bars. 
The crowd in the street shouted all 
sorts of com mands and directions at 
th.? men. and gave orders to the fire­ 
men. who were doing all that men 
could to get through the bars from 
the outside. 
As 
the 
flames came 
steadily toward the m«o the people 
In the s tr ‘*et Jumped up and down 
and screamed in helpless rage. 


United Efforts Successful. 


W. E. Davis, of Cedar Rapids. la. 
a patient in the institution, induced 
the men to unite their efforts. 
Four 
men at first took hold of the screen, 
aud in alm ost a m inute the crowd be 
h,nd them pushed thew away, and 
before the men could get to the screen 
again they were compelled to fight 
with their fists. 
Davis managed 
to 
get his men to the window again and 
after a few desperate pulls they man 
aged to tear down a portion of the 
screen. 
Nerved to the work by their 
success, the bodies of the men swayed 
back and forth as they put all of their 
stiength into one last effort. 
The 
bauds of one of the men were covered 
with blood, but he hung on and pulled 
best he could. 
Finally down it 
came, th e men In their desperation 
pulling with it large pieces of mortar 
As m any men as could place their 
hands on the low'er bar took hold. 
It 
le n t, almost doubled, and six men 
went to the floor with a crash, holding 
on to the iron bar. 
So quickly did 
the men behind them spring to grasp 
the second bar that those who had 
torn down 
th e 
first 
were badly 
te m p le d on before they could rise. 
Ai other bar was soon torn away, and 
tho path to safety was opened.. 
Tho 
crowd behind, 
hearing that 
at 
last 
the way was open. pushed forward 
with such haste that those near the 
window were nearly forced through 
to m eet death on the sidewalk four 
stories below. 
The men at the win 
dows fought to keep their places un­ 
til the firemen could raise ladders, 
and the men in the rear, soem of 
whom were already being reached by 
the flames, fought to gain the window. 


Human Chain Saved Lives. 


The first man through was Dr. C. 
A. Anderson, of Chicago. 
No ladders 
were in front of the window, and 
Anderson's one hope was to reach the 
platform of a fire escape in front of 
a window just west of where he was. 
He hesitated 
for an instant, then 
sprang for the fire escape, clutched it, 
aud was 
saved. 
The 
next 
man 
through was G. S. Gott. of Lavargne, 
Ills 
Anderson was so exhausted that

Twenty-five men made their escape 
in this m anner, and when the last 
one passed under the iron bar the 
blinding was a furnace close behind 
him. 
He said that there were several 
im n lying on the floor overcome by 
smoke when he left, and they all per 
I Sired. 
It *8 doubtless enough of their 
bodies will be found to enable them 
to be recognized.

institution were those 
taking cure 
for the drink habit and those who 
were addicted to the use of drugs. 
W hen che fire broke out the*.' were! 
on the fifth floor a number of patients! 
suffering from delirium trem ens and! 
some who were deranged by drugs 
Several of these were strapped 
t o : 
their beds, and it was found Impossi 
blo to same them, so rapidly did thej 
fire spread through the building.

American Ware* Equal to 
the 
Best 
Foreign Products, Except the High­ 
est Grades of French China—Some 
Present Handicaps of the 
Trade. 


Thoro ha* boon published in pamph­ 
let form tho evidence that was (elven 
before tho United Staten Industrial 
commlnnion some time ago 
by 
tho 
manufacturing and operative potters. 
There are Home very interesting facts 
given out by tho commission, among 
which tho following have been taken. 
The report In quito lengthy 
In part 


i t hr.vh: 
Tho pottery industry in the centry 
dnten from 1765, when th* establish­ 
ment of a pottery In South Carolina 
caused unoaslneHs to english menu 
/adorers. 
The industry did not be 
come of any commercial importance 
however, until a century luter, and It 
was not until after th** centennial ex 
position that decora tail 
goods 
w»*re 
manufactured to any 
great 
extent. 
Today American potteries are turning 
out all lines of clay products, from iii*' 
coarsest and least expensive goods to 
pottery of the utmost delicacy and of 
tho highest degree of artistic develop 
men!. 
It Is the opinion of both manu­ 
facturers and workmen that In almost 
all linos, that A rn ort can goods ar** ful­ 
ly equal to any produced abroad, and 
that In the case of 
some 
products 
American ware are superior. 
The on­ 
ly respect In which American wares 
are thought to not be fully equal to 
the best foreign products Is In the fin­ 
ish and decoration of 
the 
highest 
grades of French china, though even 
this is questioned, and tile statement 
is made that American manufacturers 
are producing at the 
present 
time 
table china which Is able to hold its 
own with the best produced In Franco. 
The manufacture of sanitary ware 
was first undertaken in 1872. Previous 
to that time all sanitary ware was Im­ 
ported. 
Such advance, however, bas 
been made that at tile present tim*' 
practically no sanitary ware of for­ 
eign manufacture is sold Iii this coun­ 
try; American goods are fur superior 
to those 
produced 
elsewhere; 
and 
American manufcturers are exporting 
their goods in increased quantities to 
all parts of tin* world. 
The first solid 
porcelain bath tubs wen* in ady in 1893, 
and 
today 
American 
manufacturers 
not 
supply 
tb«» 
American 
market, 
but are exporting these goods to Kit 1*0 
pean countries. 
The manufacture of tiles was begun 
a little later than that of sanitary 
ware, and 
the tile 
business is th** 
youngest of any of th** < lay industries. 
Up to 1880 the American market was 
controlled by th** 
English 
manufac­ 
turers. 
In that year, however, at an 
exposition held in England, un Ameri­ 
can tile manufacturer was awarded 
the gold medal over the English an*! 
continental manufacturers, and 
this 
Incident gave an Impetus to th** busi­ 
ness In this country. American matin 
/adorers were at first handicapped bv 
the actions of the English maniifaetur 
era in reducing prices. 
In addition to 
this, an error in classification allowed 
tho importation ot tiles through the 
port of New York nuder a duly of only 
20 per cent. 
This error was remedied 
and a duty of 45 per cent exacted. 
From that time on th** business grew 
rapidly, and today American manufac­ 
turers are stated to be supplying DO 
per cent of all the tiles sold in the 
United States and to have built up a 
/air and increasing export trade. 
In the opinion of the til** manufac­ 
turers American tiles are superior to 
those 
of 
foreign 
production. 
Corn 
plaint is made. however, that the gov 
eminent does not use tiles in its pub 
He buildings, but uses marble almost 
exclusively, while in England, on th*' 
other hand, tiles all her government 
buildings.

said the election of Woodrow Wilson,

correspondent af­

“I have resigned my office as pres­ 
ident of the university because I de­ 
sire to carry on my literary plans on 
a larger scale than I could do by re­ 
tu n in g the presidency.

Chicago, June IO.—Twelve men and 
one woman were killed and about 30 
persons were injured in a fire which 
yesterday 
afternoon 
destroyed the 
sanitarium conducted

Luke's society, at the corner of W a­ 
bash avenue and Twenty-flrat street. 
T he society occupied 
the 
building 
which was long known as the Hotel 
Woodruff, and for a brief period as 
th* Hotel Lancaster.

far 
the 
gloater portion of the patients in the 
institution were those 
taking cure 
fo»* tho drink habit and those who 
w ere addicted to the use of drugs. 
W in n the fire broke out these were 
on the fifth floor a number of patients 
suffering from delirium trem ens and 
some who were deranged by drugs 
Several of these were strapped 
to 
their beds, and it was found impossi 
blo to same them, so rapidly did the 
fire spread through the building. The 
Hot, as far as known at present, a1 
though it is possible that the list of 
dead will be increased later, is as fol­ 
io we:

As the cry of fire rang through the 
building patients sprang from their 
beds, and before they could be pre 
v< nte I several had Jumped from the 
windows to the pavement. 
The fire 
departm ent was on the scene within 
a few minutes, and aa the windows 
were filled with people shrieking for 
h li< the firemen devoted their first 
offi rts to save lives and allowed the 
fir** to burn. 
While this was the 
in-a na of saving a large number of 
people, who were carried down the 
ladders l>> the firemen, it gave the! 


f i e such a in .alway that there was al I 
n.u.>t no chance for those on the up­ 
per floors of the building to m ake 
their escape, and such of them as, 
w re not suffocated were killed or I 
bn lily injured by leaping from the 
’windows. 


Desperate Fighting Against Death. 


A aceite that wrought to the pitch j 
of madness the great crowd that 


Bni at*r<M around tne building was en- 
ai ted a l a fourth-storv window, on 
the north side. 
Across this window 
was a heavy wire screen, and on the 
outside of the screen were iron bars 
running parallel 
to 
the sill. 
The 
space between tin se bars was too 
email to allow the passage of even 
a small bey. abd behind them were 
gathered a crowd of men whose num 
hers were afterward found to be be 
i tween 25 and 30. 
Escape in other di 
, rections was impossible, for the fire 
filled all the halls and was steadily 
eating its way toward the window at 
which the men were standing., The 
mon closest to the screen tore and 
tugged at it in a vain effort to tear it 
from its fastenings and the men be 
hind them fought madly to get at it. 
So fiercely did the prisoners pull at 
the screen that from the street below 
were plainly visible tiny stream s of 
blood that trickled 
from 
lacerated 
fingers and hands and flow ed over the 
window sills. 
A num ber of the men 
at the window' were in straight jack 
eta and manacles, and those not be 
inc able to help themselves or others 
were the wildest of all in their fran- 
ti'' efforts to break through the bars. 
The crowd in the street shouted ai] 
sorts of com mands and directions at 
th-? men, and gave orders to the Are­ 
nite. who were doing all that men 
could to get through the bars from 
the outside.

steadily toward the men the people 
In the street Jumped up and down 
and screamed in helpless rage. 


United 
Efforts Successful. 


W. EL Davis, of Cedar Rapids, la 
a patient in the institution, induced 
tho men to unite their efforts. 
Four 
men at first took hold of the screen 
aud in almost a minute the crowd be 
hold them pushed thew away, and 
b? fore the men could get to the screen 
again they were compelled to fight 
with their fists.

to 
get his men to the window again and 
after a few desperate pulls they man 
aged to tear down a portion of the 
screen. 
Nerved to the work by their 
success, the bodies of the men swayed 
back and forth as they put all of their 
st I eng th into one last effort. 
The 
hands of on© of the men were covered 
with blood, but he hung on and pulled 
na best he could 
Finally down it 
came, th e men In their desperation 
pulling with it large pieces of mortar. 
As many men as could place their 
bands on the lower bar took hold. 
It 
bent, almost doubled, and six mea 
went to the floor with a crash, holding 
on to the iron bar. 
So quickly did 
the men behind them spring to grasp 
second bar that those who had 
torn down 
th e 
first 
were badly 
tram pled on before they could rise. 
Ai other bar was soon torn away, and 
tho path to safety was opened..

crowd behind, 
hearing that 
at 
last 
the way was open, pushed forward 
With such haste that tnoae near the 
window were nearly forced through 
to im et death on the sidewalk four 
stories below. 
The men at the win 
dows fought to keep their places un 
til the firemen could raise ladders, 
and the men in the rear, noon of 
whom were already being reached by 
the flames, fought to gain the window. 


Human Chain Saved Lives.
